KILLED IN AUTO ACCIDENT 


Mr. and Mrs. George R. Miller of 


Lonsdole, n. L, are at the Newport 
Hospital, both in a rather serious con- 
dition, and their nine-year-old daugh- 
ter Hay is dead, as the result of an 
automobile -accident in. Portsmouth 
last Sunday afternoon. A colored man 
named Frank 'A. Refd, who disap- 
peared immediately after' his car 
struck Miller's motorcycle, is being 
diligently sought by the police of 
Newport and surrounding towns. 


Tha accident occurred in mid-af- 


ternoon, as the automobile congestion 
on the roads between Newport and 
Fall River was at its height. Mr, and 
Mrs. Miller and their daughter had 
been in Newport • for the day, and 
were returning to their home, Mr. Mil- 
ler -on the motorcycle with his wife 
and daughter in the sidecar, In front 
of the store of John R, Manchester 
in Portsmouth, trie car driven by Reid, 
headed for Newport, is said to have 
turned to the left in order to pass a 
car ahead. 
Mr. Miller turned into 


the Manchester, driveway, and Reid 
did the'same with the result that the 
two vehicles came together with ter- 
rific force. The little girl was hurled 
to' the ground 
and investigation 


showed that she was instantly Wiled; 
Mr. and Mrs. Miller .were picked up 
unconscious and .hurried' to the New-' 
port hospital in a truck that was has- 
tily improvised into an ambulance. 


Reid' was uninjured and hurried 


away from the scene, saying that he 
was going for 'help. The Portsmouth 
and Newport police were notified arid' 
a constant search has.since been main- ' 
tained for him, but without avail. The 
car that he was driving belonged to 
Cromwell P.; West of Newport, and 
had been under.repair in a garage in 
Portsmouth for a day or two, Reid 
going out to bring it in. Reid is not 
very well' known 'in Newport,- having

A I'LEDGK FULFILLED. 


The completion by Congress of the 


bill providing a federal budget sys- 
tem marks the fulfillment of one of 
the most Important pledges made by 
the Republican party. It was com- 
monly argued by the Democratic or- 
ators during the last campaign, that 
the Republican Congress which ex- 
pired last March had accomplished 
very little. Yet It should be given cred- 
it for shaping one act of very great 
importance, .and this was the federal 
budget.

It will be the duty of this new- 
department to keep .government ex- 
penditures, within reason, and it must 
be a tremendous force working for 
economy and efficiency. ,

It puts thc government operations 


for the- first time in tne history of 
the republic un a business basis. The 
appropriation bills must how cease'to' 
be a grand scramble in which all the 
departments rush to see which shall 
grab the most money, .with tho result 
that the total is pushed far above the 
capacity of the people to pay. -The 
departments must now consider the 
ability of'the taxpayers and fhj re- 
sources of thc country.

If the government is extravagant, 


the people will know where.the blame 
lies. The Republican party promised 
to give the country a better business 
government, and this act is a long 
step toward that end.

A NEEDLESS LAW 


Wednesday was the day for assess- 


ing taxes in all the cities and towns of 
the State. An act recently passed by 
the General Assembly makes it im- 
perative that the taxes in all places 
be assessed on the same day, June 15. 
Most of th.- towns ate opposed to this 
law and wonder how their members in 
the Legislature allowed it to pass. 
It delays the assessment in Newport 
and in most of the towns in the Coun- 
ty some weeks and months.

would seem to be no good reason for 
such a law any more than there Is 
for many other laws enacted by ouv 
la-rmakers. There arc altogether too 
many laws passed at every session. 
One good law, however, could be 
passed, and that would be an net re- 
quiring the meeting of the General 
Assembly only once in two years.

Washington,'D. C., June 18,1921. 
Indications are that July will not 


be an excessively hot month and I am 
not fearing excessive damages by hot 
winds or dry weather. There arc al- 
ways exceptions, but I do not expect 
them to be extensive. In most sec- 
tions of America and Canada the in- 
dications are favorable for July crop 
weather to 03 normal. If it materi- 
ally varies from a general average 1 
would say that July will average wet- 
ter and cooler than usual. Rainfall for 
July will bc located much the same as 
the average of May and.June. But 
most rain is expected in tho Atlantic 
States with diminishing rain in direc- 
tion of thc Rockies' crest. This.docs 
not refer to inches of rain, but to rain 
normals. 
Normal rain in some sec- 


tions is one inch per month, other 
sections all the way up to ten inches. 
When I say more I mean more than 
normal. I am expectng most rain dur- 
ing the weeks centering on July 4, 16 
and 27i 
Coolest weather during the 


weeks centering on June 30, July 8 
and 27., 
. . 


Storm forces of'July will average nor- 
mal at least, with probabilities favor- 
able to greater than usual intensity. 
The most severe storm periods'will 
center around July 4, 1C nnd 27. See 
the crooked tcmperaturQ line in July 
chairt. You will note that this line 
widens near the date given for the 
severest storms. The enlargement of 
the line also denotes increasing rain. It 
also denotes.warmer where the line 
goes to the tops and cooler where >it 
goes to the bottoms; July, August, 
September and October are ,the hur- 
ricane or tropical storm months. The 
indications do not favor R hurricane, 
but they do favor a tropical storm ot 
less severity during the.week center- 
ing on July 3. -Such a tropical storm 
appeared in the week centering on 
June 5. That kind of a southern storm 
usually, pulls down n severe; north- 
western cool wave. 
Probably the 


most severe storms of July will ap- 
pear during week centering on 10. 
But these July storms are not expect-, 
ed to be so dangerous as the storms 
'early in June. 
Frost's seldom occur, 


in North America from July 1 to Au- 
gust 20, but unusually cool weather 
is expected during week centering on 
July 9.

000,000 crowns to Swede'n, 3,000,000,- 
000 marks lo Gernmny and $10,000,- 
000 to America. But our gold must 
come to an end aiid our scarcity of 
transport makes It difficult to export 
raw materials. We have eo far ex- 
ported only a very little. .There, there^ 
fore, remains only the granting of con- 
cessions."

grow any potatoes In this coun-

'parls green.' • 
. That destructive beetle was 
originally native to mountain 
dliirlcis of Colorado, where U 
fed oil a wild variety of potaio 
plant called the "sand bur." 
It 


Is supposed to Jmve been cur- 
ried' Into Missouri by the cattle 
traflk-, nnd In IStt! It cr-o.ssed the 
Mississippi river. In tho early 
tfvi'iitles It hud crossed ihe De- 
troli river' and Luke Krlo was 
literally alive with potato bugs, 
passengers on ships or whatever 
else would keep them afloat. 
They reached the Atlantic coast 
in 1S73, uud the beaches wcro' 
coon swarming with them. Ves- 
sels were boarded by them In 
euch numbers that hatches had 
to bo battened down. 


At that period and for 8ome_ 


time afterward much alarm was" 
felt lest the potato would bo- 
couie an extinct vegetable In ihe 
United States. But nature has 
a way of dealing with such mis- 
chiefs, and before long para^ 
sltic enemies of the beetle mul- 
tiplied In such numbers as to 
make possible its control. 


Tho ' above - mentioned fly, 


which bus done such good work 
In Michigan, will be colonized In 
other parts of the country, and 
may solve the potato bug prob-
